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STATE BANKING LEGISLATION

With legislation forming, with reference to the currency and banking 
systems, at the hands of a national commission, it is but proper that the 
states take care of their own. It is but right the bankers operating under 
state charters look to such legislation as will the more perfect the system 
under which they operate. 


The Outlook: And Duty of Bankers 


Indeed, it is imperative that action be taken by bankers singly and in 
associations in this direction. For if the national government is left to 
perfect the national banks at the expense of the state it will work an 
inequality little to be desired. As matters stand now it makes very little 
difference whether a bank be under state charter or a national, provided 
the state has done its duty. And it may be remarked here that if the 
state has not taken the steps necessary to divorce its banking department 
from politics it ought to do so. 
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There is no room for the playing of politics in the national adminis- 
tration, let us believe, if the pronouncements of the department are carried 
out. In either case it is of the first importance that there be only those 
connected with the banking business of the state who are expert and who 
hold their positions for merit and fitness alone, and who exercise all their 
power and prerogatives without thought of political preferment or advan- 
tage. But we know that there is to be national legislation, and it is there- 
fore all the more important that the states look after their rights and 
that state banks be given an opportunity to do all the business they may. 


Education by Means of Publicity. 


Just how these matters are to be accomplished will depend on the local 
situation largely. And this must be studied by associations of bankers and 
members of the fraternity singly. The main thing is that each banker 
feel at the present time that he has a duty to perform and this is to make 
the best progress for the banks possible. He must do something. He 
must look at the state bank as his peculiar property and see that through 
the proper channels it receives its due at the hands of the law and at the 
hands of public sentiment as well. If it is found that the banker who is 
endeavoring to do something for the state banking system or systems is 
capable let the others hold up his hands. In a word let each banker, 
whether he be in a state or a national bank, try to do something to further 
the interests of the business. And one of the first things that will be 
brought to his attention will be the personnel of the legislature. And this 
will appear more fully hereafter. 

Now it will be the duty of the banker to look after the legislature. It 
is to meet, or is now in session. It is the agency by which new laws are 
made. One of the first things is not really constructive legislation. Bank- 
ers and their associations by states should make the necessary inquiries and 
see just what the sentiment of the members and the people of the locality 
is with reference to the chartering and conduct of banks. This is needful 
to prevent, at the very outset, the fostering of bills that spring out of 
prejudice and are inimical to banking interests in general. Then comes 
that close study of the field of banking as will enable the bankers to 
instruct by means of newspaper publicity, first as to the general needs and 
wants of the banking system of the state, and then as to its especial 
weaknesses. 


Value of Preliminary Work by Bankers 


Much may be done in this way while the legislature of the state is in 
session and before it shall convene. The proceedings of the group meet- 
ings may be published in a way that will attract the layman who is not 
directly interested in banks. Again, the individual banker may take it on 
himself to write a short article to his home paper calling attention to some 
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of the needs of the state banks of his vicinage, an article that will reach 
many of the friends of the legislator of the county, and be read by this 
public servant himself with more interest if known to him as the produc- 
tion of one in whom he has confidence. The home banker may outline 
even the policy to be pursued with reference to state banks and give it in 
person to the member from his county together with a bill embodying 
some of the needs. 

Let it be believed that there will be little done by the banker himself 
save that which will be general and so well founded in reason and so 
necessary that there will be little contest over the bill when it is intro- 
duced. For the banker, of all men who shall consider legislation of this 
class, knows the evil springing from hasty legislation, and illeconceived 
reforms. He knows better than a hundred to one other men that the best 
thing is to leave the natural laws of business to work out their own salva- 
tion aided only by such artificial law as will clear the way for the opera- 
tion of the natural law. The banker will not ask that a bill be introduced 
until he is amply satisfied it will meet with the approval of other bankers 
and will be for the good of the entire banking system of the state. So 
that there is a minimum of danger of too much legislation here. But some 
things may be offered that the legislator will not know, and which when 


explained to him will meet his approval. Good will follow from this sort 
of interest. 


The Legislature and Its Laws 


The groups and state associations ought to have their committees per- 
fected and these ought to be in communication with the bankers at this 
time, that means of lawmaking and the course of legislation with reference 
to banks be fully compassed. It is an objective point in every state when 
the legislature meets. There is a latent antagonism not entirely swept 
away against what are known as the moneyed corporations. And while it 
is below the dignity of the banking associations of the different states to 
maintain a lobby at the capital city of the state, yet it is imperative and 
legitimate that the bankers see that no unfriendly sentiment on the out- 
side, if there linger anywhere such feeling, be brought close to the members 
of the legislature in a way to induce them to make and pass hostile laws. 

The banks are among the most important of the institutions of the 
state. They ought to be given a free rein to work out their destiny as the 
aids and helpers of the trade and commerce of the state and nation with- 
out hindrance of prejudicial and restrictive laws. But the state in its 
ministerial capacity may come to the aid of the banks and make them 
more effective and at this point it is proper for the banks and bankers 
to suggest means. The conclusions of bankers’ associations and of bankers 
themselves are safe guides as to what is needed and the best way of 
accomplishing it. To ascertain the proper steps to gain right laws may be 
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left to those interested, and to the localities, and the condition of the 
banks. In some states there is need for almost all the legislation that has 
been had in the best ruled states. Great difference in state laws exists. 
The proper committees representing the banker should make comparisons 
with what has been accomplished in other states. 


Banking Department Should Be Freed of Politics 


The first thing, of course, is a banking department; and this ought 
to be freed, as we have said, from politics, and the commissioner ought 
to be paid such a salary as will command an expert man who, being dis- 
interested in banks in his own state is yet fully competent by actual expert 
knowledge to supervise them. His deputies should have like qualifications. 
They should be appointed solely on the test of merit and should abjure 
politics in the discharge of their duties. Under our political system of 
government where one or the other of the parties is in the ascendency 
and commanding the machinery of lawmaking it is not always possible to 
get clear of politics and political preferment. But the banks are so much 
the servants of all the people that there will be little opposition to placing 
them on a plane high above patronage. 

This done there ought to be provision for inspection. Here it may be 
that rewards for party services will have a tendency to creep in. But 
after it is made imperative that certain merit qualifications are necessary 
then it might be provided that the inspectorships be divided between the 
parties, so as to insure a feeling among the bankers of the state that no 
favoritism would be shown, since the districts of work might be also 
changed and thus a more independent examination be conducted. But 
whatever the details the principle should be closely iooked into. 

Then, for the rest, that expert knowledge which comes from actual 
practice and contact with the business! The theory of banking is not by 
any means to be forgotten, but theory without practice, as the old saying 
goes, is a very poor policy when applied to this business. The banking 
department ought to be independent and unconnected with any other 
state department, and whether appointive or elective, as to the chief, 
should not fail to fill the requirements mentioned. And the. appointive 
power in the hands of the Governor so hedged about that he may not 
make it the vehicle of the rewarding of friends is perhaps the best policy. 


Laws Needed Affecting Commercial Paper 


Then there are the laws with reference to the uniformity of commer- 
cial paper and of the commercial transactions and banking practices. 
These will, of course, not all be enacted at one or two sessions. And it 
is well that the bankers, by means of legislative committees, are taking 
steps in the direction of securing ultimate uniformity. What is once 
determined upon by these legislative committees may well be enacted 
into law without question. For there is a movement on foot to bring about 
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a better understanding between the states as to all commercial forms. 
And it is becoming more imperative all the time to save local business to 
state control, and to prevent the national government in its effort to pro- 
tect interstate trade from enacting legislation that will be in abrogation 
of the rights of the states. 

One of the chief concerns of the intrastate banking system is the mat- 
ter of taxation. Here there is room for helpful legislation. In some states 
the boards of equalization have been besieged with just claims on the part 
of the banker until they have acceded to a lower rate. For in almost 
every instance the banks have been paying more than their share, owing 
to a system of assessing valuations that was to some extent the creation 
of political sentiment, that sentiment which made the dollar invested in 
bank stock seem to be worth more than the same dollar invested in real 
estate. Tabulated statements by counties presented to proper authorities 
have in some of the states accomplished much. And this ought to be supple- 
mented by tax laws which will insure to the banks that they pay no more 
than other forms of business. It is a matter of careful investigation and 
skilful presentation. 


Laws that Create Divergence 


Perhaps the chief cause of differentiation between the state and national 
banks will be in the matter of providing for an emergency currency. And 
just here let it be said that special laws passed by the state when there is 
no national counterpart, such as the Guaranty of Deposits law, will in 
the end compel distinctive legislation on the part of the national govern- 
ment. If the Postal Bank law shall become a fixture, and it shall show 
in practice no discrimination against the state banks it will illustrate the 
good of keeping them on a par as to power and prerogative. Otherwise 
there will be a decided advantage in the end to the national banks for 
their legislation will represent such a scope as that there will be a 
strengthening of that financial chain which all the banks make in their 
actual relations and which the nationals make in their law-inspired relations. 


The Bank Should Be the Servant Not the Master 


It will be far better if the states refrain from taking up these faddish 
ideas such as deposit guaranty and enacting them into laws, for it will 
induce a spirit of self-defence on the part of the national government 
that must in time tell on the powers and autonomy of the state banks. 
Just what will be done in the matter of the reform of the currency and 
credit systems of the banks by the Congress can not even be conjectured. 
Lately, there has been a marked tendency to organize credit associations 
under the provisions of the Vreeland-Aldrich bill, but these are not regarded 
as permanent adjuncts to the banking system. Let the states in their 
legislation strive to make the state banks in their efficiency and in their 
relations to governments in the matter of charter privileges and inspection

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coequal with the nationals. This will be a guide to all new laws which may 
be proposed. 

And so too it might be declared to be the duty of the Congress to give 
to the nationals no very great powers other than those granted likewise 
to the state banks. Uniformity is the need. And uniformity will come 
if the legislation is ministerial and helpful and not restraining and inter- 
vening, interfering perhaps, and the banks are left to the welding process 
which natural laws bring about in the light of a free domestic commerce. 
The bank is servant and not master. Yet to some extent it is master, and 
just here also there is room for a word of caution as to the duty of the 
legislator. 

It is very much in evidence that there is a spirit growing which would 
make the bank stockholder almost in the nature of a partner, responsible 
for the debts of the institution. So, too, some very strenuous laws are 
being passed with reference to the duties of directors. In-so-far as these 
go to the matter of directing in duties they are probably all right. But 
when they come to placing onerous penalties on men for the failure to 
discharge a duty that at best must be discharged with the assistance of 
paid employees, then there ought not to be a too rigid requirement, nor a 
too severe penalty. It will not serve the banking interest best to drive 
out of the directory men who feel responsibility and place in their stead 
men who are willing to assume the same responsibility because they do 
not feel it and will be careless in its fulfilment. It is all right, it is the 
needed thing, to make a man aware of his duty to the depositors and 
stockholders of a bank when he assumes to take part in its direction but 
let him not be bound by rigid enactments to do this or that or suffer a 
penalty which is perhaps the equal of that given for crime. There are 
two sides to this and we do not minimize the necessity of making directors 
responsible, but there is such a thing as making so many requirements as 
to destroy any responsibility outside of the letter of their fulfilment. The 
thing in the bank is to have honest men for officers, first; and to have 
sensible and earnest men of integrity in the boards, second. 


Anti-Corporation Sentiment 


One thing the banker can do personally and without consultation with 
his co-workers. And this is to show that the bank does not come in the 
category of corporations which unduly fatten off the public. It is very 
easy to show that the bank cannot make a greater than an average profit 
of business. All, or nearly all, the profits come from the loaning of deposits 
to customers. And the average earning rate of business is all that bor- 
rowers can afford to pay and all that the banks can consequently make. 
There is no trust system connected with the banks of the country. They 
are not in a combination in restraint of trade since they live by serving 
trade alone. Neither are they trying to control prices or the output or 
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the manufactures of the country since they have nothing to do directly 
with buying and selling. Neither do they control the money supply, since 
this is the prerogative of the citizens who use it and who hoard it or put 
it in circulation or deposit it in the banks of their own free will. Neither 
do they profit by the large or the small amount of gold to the exclusion of 
the interests of their customers, since it is gold as the money of ultimate 
redemption so-called, that contains the bank’s interest in gold, and not that 
traded in for speculative purposes of gain. Therefore, it is the duty of the 
individual banker to make plain to his friends in and out of the legislature 
that the bank ought not to feel that hidden opposition which is known 
as anti-corporation sentiment. 


AMERICAN AND EUROPEAN ACCEPTANCES

The fundamental difference between European and American banking 
has its origin in the dissimilarity between the evidences of indebtedness 
which lie behind the item of loans and discounts. It is most strikingly evi- 
denced in the fact that time bills of exchange form a considerable propor- 
tion of the resources of the great banks of London, Paris and Berlin, 
whereas the assets of leading New York banks are largely based on stocks 
and bonds. 

Of the bills of exchange in which are employed, either through loans or 
discounts, the funds of European banks, an essential part consists of what 
are known as bankers’ bills—that is, bills drawn on bankers and accepted 
by them on behalf of customers in accordance with arrangements previ- 
ously made. They are bills in exchange for which, by sale to a broker or 
by discounting at a bank, bankers’ customers or those to whom they are 
indebted, may secure immediate credit. In some instances it is arranged 
that the customers themselves shall draw the bills and in others that the 
bills shall be drawn by third parties for their account. 








Condition of Granting Accommodations 


In granting the accommodation the obligation that the bankers take 
upon themselves is that they will accept the bills upon presentation. This 
acceptance consists in the bankers writing across the face of the drafts 
the word ‘‘accepted,’’ adding their signature and the date. It is in the 
nature of a certification that the bills will be paid at maturity—that is, a 
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specified number of days or months from the date appearing in the 
acceptance, or three days later if grace is allowed, as in England. When 
a banker grants accommodation to a customer by means of an acceptance 
he may secure himself in various ways. Ordinarily a banker accepts a 
customer’s draft merely upon his general responsibility, the banker’s risk 
being much the same as if he had discounted the customer’s note running 
a certain length of time. Where the customer is an importer the banker 
ordinarily accepts the drafts upon the delivery to him of the documents 
covering the shipment, which documents he then turns over to his customer 
against a trust receipt. When a credit of this kind is opened the usual 
practice is for the banker to require the signature of a form containing an 
agreement to hold him harmless for accepting the bills, to place him in 
funds sufficient to pay off the bills three days prior to their maturity, and 
to pay him a commission on the transaction, this commission varying 
according to the length of time the bills are to run and the financial stand- 
ing of the customer. The cost of the accommodation to the customer is 
this commission plus the prevailing rate of discount for bankers’ bills. 


National Act Prohibits Acceptances Being Drawn on Banks 


In the United States the national bank act does not permit banks to 
accept time bills drawn on them. Although the act does not specifically 
prohibit such acceptances, the courts have decided that national banks 
have no power to make them. This restriction has had a very considerable 
influence upon the development of banking in this country. For some time 
after the passage of the national bank act, merchants and manufacturers 
provided themselves with funds by discounting their promissory notes 
with their local banker. Gradually, however, many concerns, finding that 
their needs were outstripping the banking accommodation which they could 
secure in their immediate vicinity, came to place their notes in the hands 
of brokers who in turn disposed of them to such bankers as possessed 
greater surpluses than they could satisfactorily invest at home. — 


What Makes Possible a Public Discount Market 


It is this method of borrowing which is now largely employed. In other 
words, the prohibition of bank acceptances has led to the creation of a vast 
amount of promissory notes instead of time bills of exchange. The differ- 
ence between these two classes of instruments accounts to a great extent 
for the difference between European and American banking. In the case 
of time bills of exchange drawn on and accepted by prime banks and 
bankers there is practical uniformity of security. In the case of our 
promissory notes or commercial paper there is no such uniformity, the 
strength of the paper depending on the standing of miscellaneous mer- 
cantile and industrial concerns. 
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It is this uniformity of security, on the one hand, which makes pos- 
sible a public discount market; it is the lack of it in single-name paper 
which makes such a market impossible. As a result, we have great dis- 
count markets in London, Paris and Berlin, and none in New York. In 
European centers the discount rate is the rate upon which the eyes of 
the financial community are fixed. In New York it is the rate for day-to- 
day loans on the Stock Exchange. The advantage in character of the 
one rate over the other clearly indicates an important advantage of 
European banking systems over our own. In the first place, the European 
discount rate bears a very direct relation to trade conditions. Its fluctua- 
tions depend primarily on the demand for and supply of bills which owe 
their origin to trade transactions, as balanced against the demand for 
and supply of money. 


Difference Between Discounts Abroad and Here 


If trade is active the supply of bills becomes large, rapidly absorbing 
the loanable funds of the banks. As these surplus funds become less and 
less banks are unwilling to discount except at advanced rates. If trade 
is slack, less accommodation from bankers in the way of acceptances is 
required, bills become fewer in number, the competition for them in the 
discount market more keen, and the rate of discount declines. Low 
rates are an incentive to business and advancing rates act as a natural 
check. The New York eall-loan rate, on the other hand, bears only an 
indirect relation to trade conditions. Its day-to-day fluctuations register 
mainly the speculative and investment demand for stocks. Low rates, 
instead of being an incentive to the revival of trade, are rather made the 
basis for speculative operations in securities. 

The striking difference, however, between European discount rates 
and the New York ecall-loan rates is that the former are comparatively 
stable and the latter subject to most violent oscillations. Foreign discount 
rates as bank reserves become depleted advance by fractions of 1 per cent. 
In New York the money rate advances on occasion 10 per cent at a time, 
mounting by leaps and bounds from 20 per cent to 100 per cent in times 
of stress. 

The weakness of our banking system as compared with the systems of 
Europe may very certainly be attributed in part to the omission of the 
bank act to permit bank acceptances. It is a weakness, furthermore, which 
involves the country in serious economic loss. Without a national discount 
market the great majority of our merchants and manufacturers are com- 
pelled to confine their borrowings to American capital, either through the 
discounting of their paper with their local banks or through its sale to 
note brokers. All excepting the strongest and largest are practically ex- 
cluded from the benefits of foreign competition for their paper. Aside from 
the great concerns with international ramifications, which are able to 
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arrange their own credits abroad, our merchants and manufacturers are 
not benefited by low foreign discount rates, except in so far as note 
brokers, who make it a practice to borrow in Europe with commercial 
paper as collateral, are better able to finance their purchases. What is 
more, they receive relatively little advantage from an accumulation of 
funds in New York banks. 


Effect of Low Call Loan Rates on Commercial Funds 


Low call loan rates have an indirect rather than a direct effect on the 
rate which the mercantile community has to pay for money. Low eall 
rates, in other words, are an indication more especially of stagnation in 
the stock market than of a lack of demand for accommodation from mer- 
chants and manufacturers. Such rates do not act as a stimulus to trade 
in general any more than high call rates act as an immediate check to 
overexpansion. 

To remedy this primary defect in our banking system, to make possible 
the financing of our domestic and foreign trade along the lines which have 
proved so advantageous in other countries, to provide negotiable paper 
of a character suitable to the investment of foreign funds, paper which 
can not only be discounted but rediscounted, to give trade the advantage 
of bank surpluses accumulated both in the country at large and in New 
York, to lessen the evils of speculation, to afford a reasonable basis for 
the calculation of interest rates on bank deposits in central reserve cities, 
to bring New York into the circle of those financial centers between which 
funds move naturally as discount rates rise or decline, to secure the advan- 
tage of the competition of foreign capital for our trade paper, can be put 
in the way of accomplishment by the insertion of a paragraph or two in 
the national bank act. 


How Federal Barrier May Be Removed 


To permit bank acceptances would not require the revision of the entire 
bank act. To remove the barrier to scientific banking, as it is known 
abroad, no complicated piece of legislation would be necessary. Time only 
would be required for the development of a great national discount market. 

The establishment of a central government bank is not a prerequisite 
to the legalization of bank acceptances nor to the giving of utility to such 
acceptances. The chief value of such banks lies in their great resources, 
which enable them to rediscount bills and make loans against bills or 
other securities without practical limit at all times, thus enabling other 
banks temporarily to realize upon their assets should occasion require. 
That is the function of a central bank. If any bank is sufficiently powerful 
to do this and is willing to content itself with small profits through the 
keeping of a large reserve it can come to exercise the function of a 
central bank. 
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There is no necessity of such a bank being the government’s sole finan- 
cial agent. It is not this which gives the Bank of England its power. It 
is rather the knowledge that the government, realizing the size of the 
burden which the bank is bearing and how important its safety is to the 
whole financial fabric of the country, stands ready to assist it in case of 
need. Past crises have been met by the government authorizing the Bank 
of England to make an extraordinary issue of notes. Certainly our govern- 
ment can be counted upon to render like assistance to a national bank 
similarly placed. In fact, we already have a law providing for an issue of 
emergency notes under the sanction of the government. 


Provision for Elastic Currency Abroad 


If, moreover, we are to judge by the Bank of England, provisions for 
an elastic currency are not essential to the existence of a central bank. 
It is true that the Bank of England has a large amount—£56,327,085 notes— 
outstanding, but of these £37,877,085 are on account of the government— 
that is, they are nothing more than paper representing an equivalent 
amount of gold, being exactly similar to our own government gold certifi- 
eates. Of the remainder, £11,015,100 are based on £11,015,000 government 
debt. The balance, £7,434,900, is based on ‘‘other securities.’’ This balance, 
however, is not subject to periodic fluctuation. From day to day the only 
way the Bank of England can increase its note issue is by receiving into 
its vaults an equal amount of gold. 


TO}DETECT EXCESSIVE LOANS IN BANKS

Concealed excessive loans have proved in the past a fruitful cause of 
tailure, and from the very fact that deception is practiced in carrying them, 
either temporarily or for a longer period, most diligent efforts are re- 
quired by the examiner to discover them. Sooner or later the manage- 
mént of a bank resorting to this means of loaning in excess of the law will 
come to grief, for the element of danger is present both in the loan itself 
and the wrongdoing of the officer, who must deceive if he would success- 
fully maintain the practice. Concealed excessive loans to officers are in 
the same class, for the deception is practiced in the same way. 

A multiplication of corporations allied in interest makes it more diffi- 
eult for an examiner to discover concealed excessive loans than hereto- 
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fore. The loans are made to two or more corporations, each loan within 
the limit, but the total in excess. In order to discover excessive loans 
of this class the examiner should carefully inquire into the formation 
of corporations under suspicion, and if the directors and officers are the 
same or nearly the same it is safe to assume that an evasion of the law 
it attempted; at any rate a diligent inquiry may disclose a community of 
interest and should be reported to the Comptroller to put the officers 
of the bank on record. 


Where Excessive Loans are Frequently Concealed 


Concealed excessive loans are frequently discovered by an examination 
of the individual ledger, where the deception is sometimes disclosed by 
credits to the borrower in excess, represented by loans granted to other 
corporations for the benefit of the borrower. Many banks wise to this com- 
paratively easy way of discovering the hidden excessive loan do not credit 
the account in the individual ledger, but give a draft to the borrower in 
excess. Often an examination of the cancelled draft will disclose the hidden 
violation of the law in case it was used for the benefit of the borrower. All 
loans to the wife or relative of directors or others where a cancelled exces- 
sive loan is suspected should be closely examined and, if necessary, the 
officers should be put on oath as to whether it is an excessive loan. A loan 
to two persons which would, if charged to one person, be excessive and is 
secured by collateral in the name of the principal borrower, especially if 
the other is not financially strong enough to warrant his loan, is often an 
excessive loan. Under the ruling of the Comptroller’s office business paper 
renewed for the indorser should be added to this direct loan and when the 
sum total exceeds the limit, is classified as an excessive loan. These loans 
are always dangerous and should be reduced. 


Many Banks of High Standing Criticised for Canceling Loans 


Many bankers high up in the financial world and with the best reputa- 
tion for truth and honesty will not hesitate to carry a concealed excessive 
loan on the ground that it is not his business to know what Jones, whom 
he always thinks is perfectly responsible, did with the $100,000 or $10,000 
loaned to him. If he is reasonably certain the sum conceals an excessive 
loan, it is his business to know it and his duty to report it to the department 
and to tell the truth about it when the examiner charges him with conceal- 
ing an excessive loan. It is safe to assume for the purposes of having the 
matter looked into, that whenever the managing officer of a bank makes 
such a weak defense the loan is excessive. 

Where the examiner thinks a loan may be excessive he should note the 
date and maturity of all the notes under suspicion on his card, and if at the 
next examination there is no charge or reduction, it is safe to infer that the 
law is evaded. A discussion of supposed excessive loans and supposed con- 
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cealed loans to officers and directors with the directors during the examina- 
tion is always helpful and has the additional merit of putting them on 
record as to their statements in regard to these loans. An examiner may 
occasionally err in reporting an excessive loan and a concealed loan to an 
officer or director; but in the main, with the knowledge he possesses of the 
people and corporations doing business with the banks under his charge 
and the circumstances attending special cases under investigation, he is 
usually correct in his classification of these concealed loans. 


HOW TO JUDGE UNSECURED LOANS 
By NORWIN S. BEAN 


[Extract from an address by a New Hampshire National Bank Examiner.] 


There is no more important bank official than the officer in charge of 
credits. Let the other departments be ever so efficient in collecting de- 


posits they cannot offset the failure of those who loan the funds to secure 
their safe return. Vital as is the credit man, be he president, vice presi- 
dent or cashier, the bank examiner holds a similar position toward the 
loans of every bank he visits. He is supposed to be credit man not for 
one bank or for one town only, but for an entire district, and it follows 
that his value for this purpose increases with length of service therein. 
Thus the new man on his first round finds the unsecured loan a greater 
problem than the veteran examiner; indeed if the latter has had long 
service in the territory he may be equally as familiar with it as the 
banks themselves. 

Unsecured loans may be foreign or domestic, the former usually pur- 
chased through note brokers, and the latter taken from customers or other 
local borrowers. Statements and credit information are furnished by note 
brokers and kept on file by many banks. Reference to such files places 
the examiner in practically the same position as the banks, and their use 
should be encouraged. More weight should be attached to certified state- 
ments, especially if by accountants chosen by the note brokers. 


Considerations Affecting Commercial Risks 


A few banks in endorsing interest do not give date of payment, and 
this practice should be criticised as preventing the checking of such pay- 
ments with the books besides failing to show if they were made when due. 
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Some considerations affecting the judgment of commercial risks are 
as follows: 


1.—The nature of the business. 

2.—Do the debts exceed the capital—that is, have the creditors a 
greater risk in the business than the owners? 

3.—Do the quick assets exceed the quick liabilities? 

4.—Have the owners other property? 

5.—Are they making or losing money? 

6.—Have they the reputation of paying their bills promptly or of 
taking long time in merchandise accounts? 

7.—Is the loan warranted by the amount of bank balances carried? 

8.—Is the paper met at maturity or extended, and if the latter does 
it continually grow in amount, and are interest payments promptly met? 


Failure to Note Date of Interest Payment 


9.—Has the borrower any secured loans and on what character of 
collaterals ? 

10.—Is there any motive for making the loan on account of connection 
with directors or officers of the bank? 

11—To what extent is the borrower involved in other companies or 
firms in such way that disaster to them might endanger the security of 
his loan? 

12.—Does the borrower endorse more or less freely for others by rea- 
son of which he might at some time make serious losses and thus impair 
his own responsibility ? 

13.—Do the personal living expenses. of the borrowers, so far as they 
can be ascertained in a general way, come within his resources and in- 
come? 

14.—Are any public records such as mortgage records, assessors’ lists, 
ete., available with respect to borrower’s property ? 

15.—Has borrower ever had a loan before in the bank? 

16.—Is his property protected by insurance? 


Other Obligations and Purpose of Making the Loan 

17.—For what purpose is the money used? 

18.—Is there a mortgage or other secured loan in some savings bank 
or other allied institution in which there is an equity which could be 
reached by the bank? 

19.—Is the loan single name? Where reliance is placed upon one name, 
care should be taken that that name is a good one, as in event of failure 
. there is no other recourse. 

20.—If purchased paper, does it command a broad or narrow market, 
that is, could it be placed elsewhere if called by this bank? 

21.—How much such paper is held by other banks in the district? 

22.—Does the Comptroller of the Currency’s credit bureau show any 
amount of same to be held by national banks? 
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While the more progressive institutions maintain a credit file, there are 
many banks which do nothing of the kind. In the small bank particularly 
such file is apt to be located in some officer’s head. Only by talking over 
each new note is it available to an examiner. In such cases it is my 
custom to call in some director not an active officer and get his opinion, 
especially on local paper. A list of the largest loans and discounts is 
taken and this brings up the subject of judicious inquiry outside the bank. 

My opinion is that such inquiry is fraught with danger. The credit of 
a business firm or individual is a sacred thing, and by most men is as 
jealously guarded as their personal reputation. Not a few are as sensitive 
in the matter of their credit being questioned as they would be in remarks 
which might be made concerning their personal character. 


Effect of An Inquiry as to Individual Loans by Examiner 


Let it become known that the bank examiner is looking into John 
Smith’s loans, and there will develop a tendency to call same, which will 
do harm to John Smith’s credit. Such inquiry can best be made through 
a third party. There is no better third party than the independent com- 
mercial agency. I have purposely left this question for the last because 
I believe it is the most important. Every examiner should be furnished 
with a Dun or Bradstreet subscription, not for the sake of the rating book, 
which he may look over in any bank, but for the privilege, which is a part 
of the service, of obtaining in confidence the detailed special reports which 
are made by the trained men of the agency, whose sole business and life 
work is credits. 

Such inquiries, even though they be followed by a request from the 
agency to the borrower for a statement, or close investigation among his 
friends and others, attach no suspicion to the examiner because made in 
the ordinary course of the business of the agency, to which the borrower 
has already been accustomed. They save a vast amount of time and 
furnish sufficient information for his purpose. They are of especial value 
in showing the connection between companies which may not appear to be 
allied, and the names of individuals interested therein. Owing to the 
many sources of information used by the agency, its reports reflect the 
consensus of opinion rather than that of any one individual favorably 
disposed or antagonistic to the borrower; to which are added ‘‘trade re- 
ports’’ secured from the largest merchandise creditors of the merchant or 
manufacturer. 


Trade Opinions as to Standing Valuable 


These trade opinions, so called, are of additional value to the examiner, 
because it sometimes happens that a concern will keep all its bank rela- 
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tions in as good shape as possible to maintain its local credit, and in the 
meantime be very slow or take long time in merchandise accounts. 

From this source also can be ascertained whether the borrower is pro- 
tected by a sufficient amount of insurance to prevent insolvency, and pro- 
tect the bank, in case of a total loss by fire. In case the borrower has 
had one or more serious fires in his business career, the reports will show 
the extent of losses made at that time, attributed cause, and whether trouble 
was experienced with the adjusters growing out of any suspicion of fraud 
or carelessness. If I could make but one recommendation on the subject of 


unsecured loans it would be that Dun or Bradstreet’s service be furnished 
to examiners. 


Too Much is Now Required of Bank Examiners 


The question of how far the application of the methods outlined in the 
preceding paragraphs is practicable is very largely a matter of time and 
discretion. Too much is now required of examiners to afford time for such 
detailed credit work. Trade reports, public records, etc., past business his- 
tory and contingencies must be left to the agencies which make a business 
of preparing such information for the perusal of busy men. 

In general I believe that an examiner should discuss the paper with 
which he is unfamiliar with some outside director, and in the case of 


doubtful paper, should supplement such action with a commercial agency 
report. 


EXPLAINS CLEARING HOUSE OPERATIONS 


BY JAMES G. CANNON 


President of the Fourth National Bank of New York 


Clearing Houses and their functions are discussed in a monograph which 
is of interest to bankers and merchants who were compelled to avail them- 
selves of Clearing House certificates during the panic of 1907. It was 
written by James G. Cannon, vice president of the Fourth National Bank 
of New York and chairman of the Committee on Finance of the New York 
Chamber of Commerce for the National Monetary Commission. The work 
is a continuation of one published by Mr. Cannon some ten years ago, and 
contains much new material in regard to clearing houses; and it derives 
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special interest from the careful summary of the devices adopted during 
the panic of 1907 to tide over the deficiencies in our currency system. 
Mr. Cannon begins by some careful and interesting definitions of clearing 
houses, exchange, bills, drafts, checks and other terms used in clearings. 
Some of these definitions represent conclusions thrashed out in court, as 
well as in banking practice, and have a distinct practical value. When 
the object of clearing houses-is taken up Mr. Cannon presents some facts 
which are likely to be a revelation even to many practical bankers. He 
declared that the tendency has been marked, especially in recent years, 
to include within the legitimate field of clearing houses all questions af- 
fecting the mutual welfare of the banks and the community as a whole. 


Some Striking Illustrations of the Efficacy of the System 


The bankers west of the Mississippi River have given to the country 
the most striking examples of the possibilities of clearing houses exercis- 
ing various special functions, while the great associations of the East, and 
especially that of New York, has exemplified the utility and value of 
clearing house loan certificates. Among other functions of the clearing 
houses are the granting of loans to the Government; mutual assistance of 
members; fixing uniform rates of interest on deposits; and uniform rates 
of exchange and of charges on collections. 

Several cases of agreement of this sort in the West are recorded, where 
union among the banks has restricted the cut throat competition which 
in other cases has led to unwarranted payments of interest on small and 
active deposit accounts. Protection to the community from the effects of 
bad banking is one of the objects attained, according to Mr. Cannon, and 
the significant statement is made that ‘‘as money rates decrease losses 
from bad debts must be brought to a minimum, and the question of a 
central agency, which shall disseminate information regarding paper out- 
standing among the banks, must and will receive the attention it deserves.’’ 


Gradual Widening of the Scope of Clearing Houses 


It is significant of the widening scope of clearing house supervision and 
usefulness that several associations have, within the past few years, after 
giving careful consideration to the subject, appointed special bank exam- 
iners, assisted where necessary by trained experts under rigid regulation 
and ready to go to work at a moment’s notice. The Clearing House Asso- 
ciation of Chicago was the pioneer in the establishment of an independent 
system of examinations in this country. Its system was inaugurated on 
June 1, 1906, with results that have more than fulfilled expectations. 

The Chicago examiner operates under the following conditions: The 
examinations extend to all the associated banks of Chicago and to all non- 
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member institutions. The work is conducted with the aid of five regular 
assistants, each fitted by experience to thoroughly do that part of the work 
assigned to him. The examinations include, bes’ "es a verification of the 
assets and liabilities of each bank, so far as is possible, an investigation 
into the workings of every department and are made as thorough as is 
practicable. After each examination the examiner prepares a detailed 
report in duplicate, describing the bank’s loans, bonds, investments and 
other assets, mentioning specially all loans, either direct or indirect, to 
officers, directors or employes, or to corporations in which they may be 
interested. 


What the Examiner’s Reports Contain Concerning Books 


The report also contains a description of conditions found in every 
department. One of these reports is filed in the vaults of the clearing house, 
in the custody of the examiner, and the other is handed to the examined 
bank’s president for the use of its directors. The individual directors 
are then notified that the examination has been made and that a copy of 
the examiner’s report has been handed to the president for their use. 
In this way every director is given an opportunity to see the report, and 
the examiner, in every instance, insists upon receiving acknowledgment 
of the receipt of these notices. 

The detailed report retained by the examiner is not submitted to the 
Clearing House committee, under whose direct supervision he operates, 
unless the discovery of unusual conditions makes it necessary. A special 
report in brief form is prepared in every case and read to the Clearing 
House committee at meetings called for that purpose. The report is made 
in letter form, and describes in general terms the character of the examined 
bank’s assets, points out all loans, direct or indirect, to officers, directors 
or employes, or to corporations in which they may have an interest. 


Other Cities are Adopting Chicago’s Plan of Procedure 


The example of Chicago was followed in less than a year by the Clear- 
ing House Association of Minneapolis, and later by the banks of St. Paul, 
St. Louis, Kansas City, St. Joseph and Philadelphia. The methods differ 
somewhat in different cities, but are directed to the same result of a more 
rigorous examination of assets and methods than are assumed by the 
national bank examiners under the Federal law. 

In dealing with the panic of 1907, Mr. Cannon gives full details of 
the manner of issuing clearing house certificates in different cities and 
points out that, beginning with 1860, the issues of such certificates at 
all of which have been redeemed without the loss of a single dollar, and 
New York alone have amounted to the enormous aggregate of $269,839,000, 
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at periods ranging from three to seven months from the date of the first 
issue. While no attempt is made to enter upon an academic discussion of 
the causes of the panic, the remark of a prominent banker and economist 
is quoted to the following effect: 


Cause of the Panic of 1907; Weakness of our System 


‘‘The truth is that responsibility for the panic of 1907 lies at the door 
of our currency system. No other adequate cause can be found. We do 
business by the modern system of bank credits, but we have failed to 
supplement this machinery with the means for readily converting bank 
credit into cash.’’

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SAVINGS AGAIN PICK UP . 


Comptroller of Currency Murray’s com- 
pilation of national and state banks as of 
June 30 last shows returns from the 7,145 
national banks and 15,948 state banks and 
private banks. Their capital is $1,879,900,- 
000, an increase for year of about $80,- 
000,000. Individual deposits $15,283,400,- 
000, increase $1,247,900,000. Aggregate 
assets $22,450,000,000, increased $1,355,- 
000,000. Loans and discounts $12,365,000,- 
000, increase $991,800,000. Investments in 
United States and other bonds and securi- 
ties amount to $4,854,400,000, or more than 
in 1909 by $240,000,000. 


But the most interesting of all is the 
data relative to savings. Deposits in the 
1,759 savings banks during the year 
increased to more than $4,000,000,000. The 
average depositor’s account was $445.22, 
just $24.77 above the average of the year 
before. There are 300,000 more savings 
bank depositors than there were a year 
ago, and the total of the deposits has 
swelled $357,000,000 during the year. 
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These statistics, compiled in the treas- 
ury for the second time in the history of 
American banking, include also the re- 
ports from 7,145 national banks and 15,948 
state and private banks. State banking 
superintendents co-operated with the na- 
tional bank system to make what is prac- 
tically a uniform report of banking con- 
ditions in the country. 


CENTERS SHIFTING TO WEST 


In an article in a recent issue the Amer- 
ican Review of Reviews points out in a 
rather forcible manner the tendency of 
industrial centers to shift into the middle 
West. It says among other things: 

‘‘Tt is not a great many years since 
most of the household utensils in use 
throughout the country, and practically 
all the tools, with the exception of agri- 
cultural implements, were made in the 
eastern states. Today the department 
stores of New York city are largely 
stocked with articles manufactured in the 
middle West. If a New York or a New 
England farmer wishes to provide him- 
self with a bucksaw the chances are that 
the only one he will find for sale at the 
village store will be of Indianapolis make. 
The only invalid’s table kept in stock in 
the hospital supply stores in New York 
is made at Elkhart, Ind. Grand Rapids 
furniture had long dominated the eastern 
markets, and within recent years the auto- 
mobile industry has greatly added to Mich- 
igan’s fame. Cars built at Detroit, Lan- 
sing and Flint are in use today through- 
out New England and New York and 
along the entire Atlantic seaboard. 

**Recalling to mind this remarkable 
shifting in the location of some of our 
great industries, we get an important side 
light on the statistics of urban growth 
furnished by the census. Thus many who 
have noted the forging ahead of Detroit 
in the past decade have ascribed it largely 
to the automobile industry, which has un- 
doubtedly been the largest single factor; 
but we should not overlook other important 
industries that have their plants in and 
around Detroit, and among these the man- 
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ufacture of malleable iron and of many 
iron and steel products, and especially the 
stove foundries and the brass and copper 
rolling mills are prominent.’ 


HOW THE BANES CLASSIFY 


A recent compilation made by the na- 
tional monetary commission from reports 
of banks operating outside of the national 
system shows some interesting information 
in respect to the capital of banks of this 
class. 

The banks have been grouped according 
to their capital into nine classes. The fol- 
lowing table shows the number of banks 
and aggregate capital for each class, ar- 
ranged by states:

The above statistics include capital of 
11,319 state banks, 1,079 loan and trust 
companies, 1,061 stock savings banks, and 
1,497 private banks, as shown by reports 
made for use of the commission on April 
28, 1909. 

The aggregate capital of the 6,893 na- 
tional banks for the same date was $934,- 
000,000, as contrasted with the $866,000,- 
000 of capital of the 14,956 banks other 
than national. 

Over 51 per cent of the banks operating 
under state charters or as private institu- 
tions have a capital of less than $25,000, 
and 15 per cent of the number have a 
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capital of $25,000, which is the minimum 
capital allowed national banks. Approxi- 
mately 8 per cent have a capital of over 
$25,000 and less than $50,000, 12.6 per 
cent have a capital of over $50,000 and 
less than $100,000, 9 per cent have a cap- 
ital of $100,000 and less than $250,000, 
while less than 4 per cent have a capital 
of $250,000 and over. 

Missouri leads all other states in the 
number of small banks, excluding national 
banks. There are 430 banks of group 1 
($10,000 or less) and 273 banks of group 2 
(over $10,000 and less than $25,000) lo- 
cated in that state. In group 9 Illinois 
comes first with two banks with capital 
aggregating $10,000,000. 

Missouri has the largest number of 
commercial banks other than national, 
viz., 1,061, Iowa being next with 1,046, 
and Illinois third with 851. Pennsylvania 
has the largest amount of capital invested 
in this class of banks, or $116,000,000, New 
York being second with $102,000,000, then 
comes in order Illinois with $66,500,000 
and California with $60,800,000. 


AFFILIATED BANK CONTROL 


Comptroller of the Currency Lawrence 
O. Murray has taken an important action 
with reference to the case of those na- 
tional banks which wish to organize 
affiliated institutions under State laws 
able to carry on classes of business pro- 
hibited to them themselves under ‘the 
terms of the National Banking law. In 
a case which has just been presented to 
the office involving an important institu- 
tion in a Western city, where such joint 
ownership of stock is proposed, the bureau 
today refused to give or withhold consent 
to the mutual control which it is desired 
to effect through the stockholders. The 
view is taken that it is not the duty of 
the office under the terms of the law to 
deal with such questions in any way. 

This test case came to the Comp- 
troller’s office from a national bank hav- 
ing large capital and surplus which de- 
termined that it would like to retire a 
part of its share capital for the purpose 
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of using such capital in financing an 
affiliated trust company to be organized 
under State laws. It was proposed to 
divide the capital that was to be thus 
used among the stockholders with the un- 
derstanding that such stockholders should 
in each case return the money handled to 
them for the purpose of organizing a trust 
company with the cash thus contributed, 
the trust company therefore to have ex- 
actly the same body of stockholders as 
the parent bank and to be controlled by 
the same board of directors. 

Although the point was not directly 
raised in the case brought before the 
Comptroller today, it is understood that 
this institution, like some others, will 
probably change the form of its stock so 
that the ownership of shares in the trust 
company and in the parent national bank 
will be represented by a combined certifi- 
eate of stock which will necessitate the 
simultaneous sale of the two kinds of 
stock should stockholders desire to part 
with either. 











While conditions both in this 
country and abroad reflect an easier tend- 
ency, yet rates continue to hold firm, 
with little prospect of any decided change 
for the better until the turn of the year. 
Business continues to bear testimony to 
the efficacy of the slowing down policy 
of the western banks, for while the vol- 
ume as compared with previous weeks is 
showing only slight changes here and 
there, there is an absence of the increas- 
ing tendency at this season of last year.

In determining that he will not rule on 
this matter, it is felt here that the Comp- 
troller will practically give the banks 
what they will consider the privilege to 
continue in their process of organizing 
State institutions closely affiliated with 
national institutions through the owner- 
ship of stock by the same body of stock- 
holders. Thus, inasmuch as they have 
served notice upon the Comptroller with- 
out getting any word from him, it will 
undoubtedly be felt that there is abundant 
ground for going ahead with the plans 
that have been tentatively tried in vari- 
ous places. The only requirement the 
Comptroller now makes in such cases is 
that of requiring a simultaneous or joint 
examination of the two affiliated instita- 
tions by State and national examiners in 
order to assure that the two institutions 
are really separately organized and are not 
using their funds mutually for the purpose 
of masking a real violation of the national 
bank act behind an apparent compliance, 
which, however, is only temporary.

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There is, however, one perplexing fea- 
ture in the present situation, and that is 
the inability of the railroads to strength- 
en their credit. 


They are finding consid- 
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erable difficulty in securing money with 
which to buy steel and other materials 
for extension and betterment purposes, 
and unless the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission grants the larger part of the rate 
increases asked for it is difficult to see 
how the roads can finance their extensions 
and betterments. 

Many of the rozds have already been 
bonded about as much as they will stand, 
while the convertible bond method has 
been used about to the limit. There 
seems to be nothing else for the railroads 
to do excepting to either abandon all 
extension and betterment work or else 
devise a new basis of credit. The sug- 
gestion made by Vice President Van 
Vechten of the Continental and Com- 
mercial National Bank that the railroads 
resort to the use of commercial paper as 
a means of providing themselves with 
funds seems to offer a way out. These 
notes, maturing sixty and ninety days 
hence, or even four, six and nine months 
after their issuance, should become a very 
popular form of bankable paper, for the 
reason that they are issued in anticipa- 
tion of revenues for the current year. 
The notes when negotiated would be based 
apon the credit of the company, and while 
without any further security their early 
maturities, together with the restrictions 
imposed by bankers negotiating them, 
render them exceedingly desirable as a 
liquid asset. The railroads are in a 
position where an audited statement can 
be presented when the loan is negotiated, 
thus injecting into the situation one of 
the safeguards which many have insisted 
should be required in instances where 
commercial notes of industrial concerns 
are sold. 

But before any considerable volume of 
such financing can be carried through it 
would seem imperative that the railroads 
be allowed at least a part of the rate in- 
crease they have suggested. This would 
form a basis of new credit and enable 
the roads to issue these anticipation 
notes. That they would become a pop- 
ular form of bankable paper goes with- 
out saying, for they would afford the 
banks an investment for their surplus 
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funds which would produce the cash at a 
given time. 
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At last there is a decided disposition 
on the part of various food products to 
yield to the pressure for readjustment in 
cost. And the credit for forcing this con- 
dition is due to the good fortunes of the 
farmer in raising such an enormous crop 
of corn. With such a bountiful general 
crop in addition to the corn production 
it is perfectly natural that cereal prices 
should decline and that ultimately this 
decline should affect the prices of meat 
aud other food stuffs. It should be kept 
in mind, however, that this readjustment 
in food stuffs is not likely to manifest 
itself in the retail market without some 
resistance, for the retailer, while quick 
to nut up prices, is slow to let them 
down, advancing as a theory the possi- 
bility that prices may be raised again al- 
most immediately. 

Be that as it may, economic conditions 
in this country are at last assuming a 
trend that is definitely encouraging. It 
is believed abroad as well as at home 
that we are ou the eve of further indus- 
trial progress, the only apprehension be- 
ing lest the improvement should be too 
rapid or hampered by a premature Wall 
Street speculation. 

It should be remembered that Europe 
is still unable to finance our combined 
commercial and speculative activity with 
the British Constitution in the melting 
pot. It is natural, therefore, that the 
stock exchange business during the 
greater part of the last month has nat- 
urally been at a standstill and the pres- 
ent outlook is rather gloomy because ex- 
tremists on either side hold the field and 
moderation seems to be at a discount.

One decidedly encouraging feature of 
the recent development is found in our 
foreign trade returns, which reflect the 
continuation of the growth of exports 
and of the excess of exports over imports. 
The exports for October indicate the 
highest value on record, $208,057,785, and 
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the highest previous record was $207,- 
119,996, in December, 1907. The latter 
cannot be regarded as normal, as it came 
after the panic of that year and was the 
result of a stimulated export of merchan- 
dise in the effort to secure gold from 
abroad. Last year the October exports 
amounted to $200,697,343. 


Imports last month are reported at 
$123,868,448. This compares with $127,- 
673,351 in October last year, but is a gain 
from $117,271,014 in September. The 
gain in exports, however, is from $168,- 
858,093 in September. While imports in- 
creased over the preceding month by 
$6,597,434, exports increased $39,199,692. 
The excess of exports over imports in 
October was $84,189,337. In September 


that excess amounted to $51,587,079. In ~ 


the two months, therefore, there was a 
gain of exports over imports amounting 
to $135,776,416. This goes far to over- 
come the poor record of previous months 
in this respect. 
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For the eight months of the calendar 
year ending with August there was an 
excess of $913,569 in imports and for the 
nine months ending with September the 
excess of exports was only $50,534,298. 
For the ten months ending with October 
it will be raised to $134,716,836. The 
value of imports in these ten months was 
$1,196,267,707 and of exports $1,430,984,- 
543. The figure for imports in the corre- 
sponding months was exceeded only in 
1908, when it was $1,219,989,920, the 
highest on record for that period. The 
export record for these ten months has 
been higher only in 1907, when it reached 
$1,511,841,992. The increase in exports 
in the month and the large balance over 
imports is a timely improvement and ac- 
eounts for the turn in foreign exchange 
which checked the tendency toward the 
gold export point. 
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It may be well to enumerate the more 
potent influences overhanging the pres- 
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ent financial and business situation. They 
are: 


1. Supreme Court decisions of Stand- 
ard Oil, Tobacco and other corporation 
cases under the Sherman law. 

2. Fate of the federal incorporation 
act offering corporations, which may be 
ordered dissolved, a haven and protec- 
tion from periodical legislative attacks. 

3. Interstate Commerce Commission’s 
ruling on proposed increase of railroad 
freight rates. 


4. Tariff revision and general read- 
justment of high costs. 

5. Currency reform. 

There is nothing new in the fact that 
the American Tobacco and Standard Oil 
cases are pending in the courts. They 
have been there for some two or three 
years already, and probably will not 
reach a final decision much before the 
end of another year. This has been an 
influence overhanging the business situ- 
ation for months, and while it should not 
be minimized, at the same time there is a 
tendency to exaggerate its importance, 
for no matter what the outcome may be 
it is not believed that the Supreme Court 
is going to hand down a decision that is 
confiscatory in its character. If adverse, 
there is a well-defined feeling that the 
court will so temper the findings that they 
will not be confiscatory in their character, 
and it is equally as certain that their 
effect would be greatly minimized if there 
is passed meantime a federal incorpora- 
tion act which will free the Standard Oil, 
American Tobacco, United States Steel 
and other large companies ana the rail- 
roads, now charged or open to charges 
if the present Department of Justice con- 
tentions are upheld by the Supreme Court, 
of violation of the Sherman anti-trust law. 
Such a law would also protect them from 
the periodical attacks of aspiring legisla- 
tors in the various states. That such a 
law is favored by the administration is 
well known, and it is believed that the 
coming Congress will be urged to take 
this action at the coming session, with the 
probability that it will become a statute 
ere the new Congress wlll take its seat 
a year hence. 

As to the Interstate Commerce ruling 
on the proposed freight rate advance, all 
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are at sea. On the surface it would seem 
probable that some rate increases will be 


ailowed and others disallowed, but as to ' 


what percentage of the increase the rail- 
roads will net from this hearing is a 
question, and even if any considerable in- 
erease is allowed, will it not practically 
be offset by the increased wages demanded 
by labor? 
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With reference to the tariff readjust- 
ment the way is not quite clear. With 
a Democratic Congress, a large insurgent 
element in the Senate and a pronounced 
popular aversion to the present tariff law, 
it might be concluded that some relief 
from existing schedules is likely, but sev- 
eral things must be taken into considera- 
tion. First, the government must be pro- 
vided with sufficient revenue to meet its 
requirements and expenses, and this is not 
an easy matter. Secondly, the country 
no more wants any prolonged tinkering 
with tariff than it does other disturbing 
legislation. The tariff cannot be disposed 
of quickly at best, and with a Democratic 
House which will not take its seat for 
another year and a Republican Senate, 
even if divided through the presence of a 
large insurgent element, there is little 
hope of any revision of the tariff. 

President Taft has the necessary ma- 
chinery at hand to work out a readjust- 
ment of the tariff along more scientific 
lines in the expert tariff commission, and 
unless Congress hampers that commission 
through party jealousies by reducing the 
appropriation it is probable that the 
tariff will in a measure be taken from 
politics, or at least a step taken in that 
direction. Certainly with Congress di- 
vided and the disinclination of the in- 
surgent Republicans to help furnish cam- 
paign thunder for the Democrats, there 
is little probability of successful tariff 
revision in the next three years.

It is possible that some definite step 
may be taken in the direction of currency 
reform at the coming session of Congress.

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monetary commission may be expected. 
As to whether we will get a scientific cur- 
rency system depends much on the char- 
acter of the bill reported by the mone- 
It is known that J. P. 
Morgan, James Stillman, chairman and 
dominating influence in the National City 
Bank of New York, and many other New 
York financiers do not want a central 
bank. In fact, they are bitterly opposed 
to it for the selfish reason, among others, 
that it might tend to minimize the bank- 
ing influence of New York. 

But this great growing country requires 
a more scientific and elastic currency sys- 
tem, and it is going to get it. It may 
take time, but it is coming the moment 
the great rank and file of business men 
see what is causing these frequent dis- 
turbances and is throwing business into 
a depression every time the stock market 
element overspeculates and prices break. 
There probably will be panics as long as 
the world exists, but that these can be 
made less frequent and their effects some- 
what minimized by a scientific banking 
and currency system has been clearly 
demonstrated abroad. It is up to the 
monetary commission to recommend a 
modified central bank or some other effi- 
cient system that will protect general 
business, protect the banks and minimize 
the baneful influence of panic and at the 
same time tend to eliminate weak and bad 
banks, 
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It is expected that such a recommenda- 
tion will be made by the national mone- 
tary commission within a few weeks. It 
would have been unwise to have submitted 
a recommendation before the election be- 
cause such a recommendation would have 
been seized upon as campaign material 
and thus been involved in a campaign 
controversy. It has been the purpose of 
the commission to keep this currency 
question out of politics as much as pos- 
sible. The South feels the need of cur- 
rency reform as much as the East or 
West, and when the recommendation of 
the commission is made it is the belief 
that many of the southern senators and 
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congressmen will be found supporting it as 
well as many western and eastern mem- 
bers of both houses without regard to 
party affiliations. 

It is known that an effort is to be 
made, based on such assurances, to pass a 
currency and banking act before this 
Congress passes into history and the most 
conscientious. effort is being made to 
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frame a bill to bear the commission’s 
recommendation that will meet the coun- 
try’s requirements and approval without 
regard to section. Such a bill has not 
been framed, but members of the com- 
mission are now at work and ere long it 
is expected to take definite form. Natu- 
rally until a measure is submitted criti- 
eism should be held in abeyance. 


ORIGIN AND GROWTH OF BANK OF FRANCE 


Institution, Founded by Napoleon, who took thirty shares of Joint Stock Company with 
Special Relation with the State, provides most stable of all Bank 
Rates—World’s Reservoir of Money. 


The Bank of France, over whose coun- 
ters the greatest international transactions 
are carried out, was organized in its pres- 
ent form February 13, 1800, by Napoleon. 
It was constituted in the form of a joint 
stock company with a capital of 30,000,000 
francs. Napoleon headed the subscription 
list with thirty shares. 

The capital was increased to 45,000,000 
in 1803, to 91,000,000 in 1848 and to 182,- 
000,000 in 1857, at which figure it still re- 
mains. The nominal value of the shares 
is 1,000 francs, but they are quoted at 
the Bourse at over 4,000 frances. The num- 
ber of shareholders has increased from 
13,767 in 1860 to 31,249 in 1909. One- 
third of these holders do not have more 
than one share each. Fifty per cent have 
no more than two shares each. 

The privilege, or franchise, of the bank 
expires December 31, 1920, but will of 
course, says a writer in Moody’s Maga- 
zine, be prolonged by the State. The bank 
has no branches in foreign countries, not 
even in the French colonies. But there 
are 127 branches in France’s chief cities 
and sixty-three sub-offices in minor centers. 
The Bank of France does not accept any 
bills for discounting unless the latter are 
created in France or, at least, indorsed 
by two French signatures; all advances 
of money which it makes must be guar- 


anteed by. French securities, themselves 
guaranteed by the State; its bank notes are 
circulated only within the territory. Fin- 
ally, all the members who make up the 
general assembly: of shareholders, as well 
as the governor, the two sub-governors 
and the whole of the employees, who num- 
ber 6,400, must be of French nationality. 


The governor of the Bank of France 
receives an annual salary of 60,000 francs, 
while the two sub-governors receive only 
half that amount, 30,000 francs each. 
These figures will no doubt appear miser- 
able to a number of American financiers, 
who certainly would not be satisfied with 
that income. 


For all its national characteristics the 
Bank of France is a private joint stock 
establishment, with private capital, and 
not an establishment of the State; that is 
the reason why it has been able during 
the Franco-German War in 1870 to keep 
entirely safe its real property, its metallic 
reserve and all its securities as being 
strictly private. 


The Bank of France has the sole right 
to issue bank notes; this right was for 
the first time granted three years after its 
foundation, in 1803, and has been renewed 
ever since, the last prorogation dating 
1897 for a period of twenty-three years. 
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It is an interesting point to know how 
the State has regulated the issue of bank 
notes. The Anglo-American nations have 
adopted what they call the currency prin- 
ciple, according to which the emission of 
bank notes exceeding the metallic reserve 
is limited to a certain amount of capital 
invested in State securities kept by the 
banks and the interest of which consti- 
tutes their profit of emission. 

In Germany another principle, merely 
empirical, has been adopted. The issue 
of bank notes can reach but cannot ex- 
ceed three times the amount of the 
metallic reserve. In France the emission 
is regulated by what has been termed the 
banking principle. The bank can issue 
‘bank notes freely and create to itself 
a new capital, but the latter can be used 
only for two banking operations, whence 
the name banking principle, viz., discount- 
ing bills and advancing money upon securi- 
ties. 

No bills can be discounted unless pay- 
able within three months and signed by 
three clearly responsible persons, and ad- 
vances of money are granted only upon 
first rate securities strictly described by 
the law, and only for a certain percentage 
of the securities. The bank has therefore 
the full representation of its bank notes 
in short dated, first rate titles and bills 
of commerce. 

There is consequently no relation be- 
tween the metallic reserve and the circu- 
lation of bank notes. The State modifies, 
whenever it is necessary, the maximum of 
emission, which is at the present moment 
5,800,000,000 franes. In fact, the metallic 
reserve amounted—per the weekly balance 
sheet of August 11—to almost four and 
a quarter billion frances, more than three- 
fourths of it gold. 
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In order to secure the enforcement of 
the regulations, the State has not only a 
general power of control, but it keeps to 
itself the exclusive right to appoint the 
governor and the two sub-governors. On 
the other hand, the State is entitled to a 
portion of the net profits over and above 
stamp duties and taxes of all sorts which 
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the Bank of France is bound to pay, just 
as any other private establishment of the 
same kind. 

First of all, there is a special stamp 
duty on all bank notes; in the year 1908 
the amount of money received by the 
State on that account was no less than 
1,400,000 francs for an average circulation 
of 4,800,000,000 francs in bank notes. In 
1897, when the privilege was prorogated, 
the State stipulated from the bank that 
it should pay the Treasury an annual 
royalty of ‘‘the eighth part of the average 
rate of discount, multiplied by the amount 
of the ‘circulation productive,’ ’’ that is 
to say, by the amount of advances of 
money granted and discounted bills. 

Iu 1907 this royalty reached 7,357,000 
francs; the total amount of money re- 
ceived by the State on that account from 
1897 to the end of 1908, exceeded 55,000,- 
000 frances. On the whole the taxes which 
the bank has to pay in exchange for its 
privilege, reach about the fourth part of 
the net profit. Besides, the bank must 
grant to the State a permanent advance 
of 180,000,000 francs, without receiving any 
interest—unless the current account of the 
State, kept at the bank, is less than the 
above figures and only for the amount 
wanted to complete the said figures. 
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In exceptional circumstances, however, 
the bank may be allowed to lend nearly 
any amount of money to the State; dur- 
ing the Franco-German war the advances 
of money granted to the French Govern- 
ment reached 1,600,000,000 frances, which 
were refunded in less than eight years. 

In two cases only, in 1848 and 1871, 
when the bank had to help the State in 
most exceptional circumstances and only 
for a limited period of time, the bank 
notes had a ‘‘cours force,’’ that is to 
say, could not be exchanged for gold or 
silver at the bank counters; but the 
French public understood perfectly well 
that such measure was but temporary and 
the bank notes in both cases circulated 
without losing anything—or indeed very 
little of their nominal value. 
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The ordinary. banking business of this 
establishment is of the most extensive 
scale. The ‘‘virements’’ or transfers of 
credits in 1908 amounted to 170,000,000,000 
francs, so that the Bank of France may 
be considered as the clearing house of 
the whole French nation. In that same 
year there were 22,000,000 bills discounted 
and collected, representing 13,000,000,000 
francs. The very smallest bills down to 
five francs are accepted by the bank; 
this makes the establishment as popular 
as possible and the accounts of all sorts, 
which in 1897 numbered only 27,304, 
amounted in 1908 to 91,458. 

Paris is the world’s reservoir of money, 
the primary market and center of the 
credit machinery of international com- 
merce. She always has ready cash in 
abundance, always a stable bank rate, 
and consequently always cheap money. 
She is constantly financing the other two 
great financial centers of the world. The 
rate of the Bank of France is kept 
steadily and firmly, year in and year out, 
at 3 per cent. 

Within the last ten years the rate of 
discount has been raised only twice, and 
for a very short period of time, to 3% 
per cent in March, and 4 per cent in No- 
vember, 1907, but only in sympathy with 
the Bank of England and the Imperial 
Bank of Germany, which had raised their 
rates of discount to 6 per cent and 7 per 
cent. The 3 per cent rate was resumed 
by the Bank of France on January 23, 
1908, and has not been changed since that 
time. 

It is the one stable rate in the whole 
world, and thus constitutes the monetary 
balance wheel of Christendom. While 
other markets fluctuate Paris is steady. 
This is possible because the Parisian 
banker is obliged to take less risks than 
bankers in London or New York and his 
enormous accumulation of ready money 
enables him to select his business and to 
conduct it conservatively. 

Twice, for instance, within recent years 
this condition of stability and solvency 
has been well illustrated by the relief 
afforded to the Bank of England by the 
Bank of France—in two monetary crises 
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in London—when but for that assistance 
the English bank must have suspended. 
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France is the only country that never 
borrows abroad, and thus the Bank of 
France is the only financial institution 
that is never in trouble. It is also the 
only monetary institution in the world 
through which, for example, such trans- 
actions as the cash payment of 200,000,000 
francs in gold coin for the Panama Canal 
or even the payment of the 100,000,000 
francs in gold which America paid to 
Spain for the Philippine Islands could 
have been arranged. Both these payments 
were made over the counters of the Bank 
of France.

ILLINOIS BANK EARNINGS 


The state banks of Illinois show large 
increases in earnings for the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1910, according to the re- 
port of the state auditor just issued. 
There is also an. increase in the number 
of savings depositors of the 436 banks 
reporting, and the amount of deposit per 
capita is larger than the previous year. 

The gross earnings per capital, surplus 
and undivided profits, was 33 per cent, 
against 32.15 per cent in 1908. The gross 
earnings per capital were 62.30 per cent, 
against 57.06 per cent. Of these 436 
banks 385 paid dividends amounting to 
$7,853,045 upon the combined surplus and 
undivided profits of $89,583,167. The per- 
centage of dividend on this sum was 8.76 
per cent, against 5.88 per cent during the 
preceding year. The percentage of divi- 
dends per capital was 15.31 per cent, 
against 10.56 per cent. Time savings de- 
posits amounted to $224,603,994, an in- 
crease of $22,223,709. 





ILLINOIS BANK RETURNS 


Deposits of all classes in the state banks 
in Illinois showed a shrinkage of $3,747,564, 
although the percentage of reserve held 26.12 
on November 11th, compared with Septem- 
ber 2d, according to the compilation of the 
auditor of public accounts. 














Savings deposits show a substantial in- 
crease, while every other class of deposits 
except certified checks has decreased in the 
seventy days. Savings accounts have increased 
$4,523,321. In the same time, the certificates 
of deposits decreased $2,074,701; checking 
demand accounts decreased $1,817,024. 

The cash on hand at the time of the last 
report was: Currency, $41,836,381; gold 
coin, $6,300,927; silver coin, $1,067,922; 
minor coin, $165,179. 

Of these totals Chicago state institutions 
show: Total capital surplus, contingent fund 
and undivided profits $67,131,911, increase 
$2,741,565; total deposits, incluaing due to 
banks, $408,953,035, decrease $798,579; total 
cash and due from banks, $113,194,315, 
decrease $4,610,442; per cent of reserve to 
deposits, including due to banks, 27.67. 





MAY ADOPT NEW YORK PLAN 


The Chicago Clearing-house is likely to 
soon adopt the plan now in use in the New 
York Clearing-house relative to settlements 
between members, and at an early day the 
banks will be asked to ratify a plan for the 
issue of clearing-house gold certificates to 
be used between banks in the settlement of 
their daily balances. 

The plan has been worked out by a special 
committee that has been engaged on it for 
some time, and is virtually certain to be 
recommended favorably by the clearing- 
house committee. It is the intention to 
engage a centrally located vault in which will 
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be kept gold to be deposited by the various 
clearing-house banks. Against this gold the 
clearing-house will issue negotiable receipts 
or certificates, made out in the name of the 
depositing bank and payable to any bearer 
that is a member of the clearing-house asso- 
ciation. The certificates will not be good in 
other hands. These certificates, used in the 
settlement of clearing-house balances, will 
obviate the necessity of carting gold through 
the streets every day, as is done at present. 

Another matter that has engaged the 
attention of the special committee is a plan 
for facilitating the clearing of checks for out- 
lying and suburban banks that are not mem- 
bers of the clearing-house, but clear through 
banks that are in the association. The pres- 
ent method is inconvenient for the downtown 
institutions. 





NEW STATISTICAL PLAN 


Difficulty of students in digesting the real 
value of comparative statistics on the agri- 
cultural production of this country and other 
parts of the world has led to the publication 
by the bureau of statistics of a pamphlet in 
which graphics represent statistics on the 
crops and live stock of the United States and 
foreign countries. The averages of ten 
years’ production are used and black circles 
drawn to a scale indicate in an approximate 
way the size of the several crops. Figures 
accompany the illustration, but the pam- 
phlet contains no text, the charts telling the 
whole story.

The object of the asso- 
ciation is to facilitate the handling of 
crops and for meeting commercial require- 
ments in times of stringency. 

The officers are Charles H. Hutting, pres- 
ident; Walker Hill, vice-president, and W. 
W. Hoxton, secretary-treasurer. The ex- 





ecutive committee includes B. F. Edwards, 
H. D. Sexton, A. O. Wilson, Festus J. Wade 
and William H. Lee. 

The Secretary of the Treasury has re- 
ceived and approved the organization of the 
Twin Cities National Currency association, 
composed of bankers in St. Paul and Min- 
neapolis, and of the St. Louis association. 
Up to date nine currency associations have 
actually been organized and approved by 
the Secretary of the Treasury. These are 
Washington, Boston, New York, Philadel- 
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phia, Louisiana (with headquarters at New 
Orleans), Georgia (with headquarters at 
Atlanta), Chicago, Twin Cities and St. 
Louis. 

Six other cities have completed the or- 
ganization. These are Baltimore, Detroit, 
Albany, Cincinnati, Columbus and Cleve- 
sand.

J. B. Sears, 
Treasurer of the Farwell Trust Co., has 
been elected a director to succeed W. 
B. Jansen, former Vice-President of the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railroad, 
and who recently retired from active busi- 
ness on account of ill-health. 

At a special meeting of the stockholders 
of the Live Stock Exchange National Bank 
of Chicago three additional directors were 
elected as follows: Edward F. Swift, Vice- 
President of Swift & Co.; Charles M. Mac- 
farlane, Secretary of Morris & Co., and 
H. E. Poronto, Secretary of the Union 
Stock Yard & Transit Co. With the addi- 
tion of the above directors the board is 
increased from eight to eleven members. 

The National Union Bank and the Na-

National Bank of Birming- 
ham, Ala., which already has combined 
capital, surplus and profits of nearly 
$2,000,000, will add another million dol- 
lars to its capitalization under authority 
of its stockholders in action taken at a 
meeting on Oct. 11. In accordance there- 
with, the bank will increase its capital

The enlarged capital is to become effect- 
ive on Jan. 3, 1911.

A meeting of 
the stockholders was held on Nov. 29 to 
pass on the question. With the proposed 
increase the bank will have a larger cap- 
ital than any other financial institution 
in the city. R. G. Rhett, Mayor of Charles- 
ton, is President of the People’s National, 
E. H. Sparkman, Vice-President, and E. 
P. Grice, Cashier. 

The stockholders of the Farmers’ Loan 
& Trust Co. of New York has adopted an 
amendment to the company’s charter so 
as to include therein the purpose and 
power to transact business by branch 
offices in London, Paris, Berlin and Rome. 
While the institution already has branches 
in London and Paris, these points of oper- 
ation were not specifically named in the 
charter, as required under a recent ruling 
of Attorney-General O’Malley. 

The business of the Ashland Exchange 
& Savings Bank a private banking insti- 
tution, at Sixty-third Street and Ashland 
Avenue, Chicago, has been taken over by 
the Ashland State Bank. The private bank 
was organized in 1904. It has a capital 
of $100,000. The incorporated institution 
has a capital of $200,000, and it will be 
under the management of John W. Ven- 
able, President; Charles R. Wakeley, Vice- 
President; Ernest S. Rastall, Cashier, and 
Cc. E. Madison, Assistant Cashier. 

A change has taken place in the owner- 
ship of the Washington Park National 
Bank of Chicago. Isaac N. Powell has be- 
come President of the bank, succeeding 
Louis C. Wagner, and Jacob L. Stahl has 
replaced A. W. Tobias as Vice-President; 
A. E. Olson continues as Cashier. H. W. 
Mahan, President of the South Side State 
Bank, has been elected to the directorate 
of the Washington Park National. The 
new President of the latter is Treasurer of 
the City of Chicago. The Washington Park 
National began business on May 1 last, 
having succeeded to the business of the 
Washington Park Bank. 

The Guarantee Bank & Trust Co. of Bir- 
mingham, Ala., was closed recently in 
proceedings instituted by the State At- 
torney-General in the Chancery Court. E. 
D. Smith has been appointed receiver. 
The institution changed its name from 
the City Bank & Trust Co. during the 
summer, and increased its capital from 
$50,000 to $100,000. George M. Webb, Pres- 
ident of the company, is quoted as stating 
that there is enough paper to pay the 
depositors and stockholders if it can be 
collected, that a large proportion can be

slow paper. 

Plans are being perfected to organize 
the National Bank of Commerce of At- 
lanta, with a capital of $1,000,000 and sur- 
plus of $200,000. It is expected to open 
the new institution for business about 
Jan. 1. The organization committee in- 
cludes, among others, the following 
names: John H. Carter, Chairman of the 
Committee; W. T. Gentry, President of 
the Southern Bell Telephone Co.; J. T. 
Holleman, President of the Union Sav- 
ings Bank; F. J. Paxon, President of the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce; B. F. Dil- 
lon, General Superintendent of the West- 
ern Union Telegraph Co. 

The directors of the Columbia National 
Bank of Buffalo, N. Y., have recently 
been making concerted efforts to increase 
the deposits of their institution, and the 
amount is now well above $10,000,000. 

The final report on the failed Middle- 
sex County Bank of Perth Amboy, N. J., 
was filed by Receiver Halsey M. Barrett 
on Oct. 28. The failure occurred 11 years 
ago, and Edward S. Campbell served as 
its receiver from July 24, 1899, until his 
death in July, 1905, since which date the 
receivership has been held by Mr. Barrett. 
Under Receiver Campbell a total of 50 per 
cent was paid to the creditors in two divi- 
dends of 35 and 15 per cent, respectively. 
After making provision for the various al- 
lowances, Mr. Barrett expects to pay a 
dividend of 20 per cent to the creditors, 
bringing the aggregate up to 70 per cent. 

The Norfolk National Bank, of Nor- 
folk, Va., took formal possession of its 
newly constructed banking home on Main 
Street on the ist inst. The building is of 
white Georgia marble, of the Gothic type 
of architecture. It is three stories. The 
banking room proper is located on the 
main floor, as are the offices of the Pres- 
ident Hardy, Vice-President Schwarzkopf 
and Cashier Godwin. The woodwork in 
the interior of the banking room is of 
mahogany and the interior finish other- 
wise is of white Vermont marble and 
bronze. The Norfolk National in its state- 
ment to the Comptroller of the Currency, 
under date of Sept. 1, had total resources 
of $6,498,991. It has a capital of $1,000,000, 
surplus of $500,000 and undivided profits of 
$157,979. The deposits in the statement 
referred to amounted to $3,840,926. 

The Omaha National Bank, of Omaha, 
Neb., will shortly take possession of its 
magnificent new banking quarters in the 
building formerly known as the New York 
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Life Insurance Building, but which was 
purchased outright by the bank some time 
ago and thoroughly remodeled into a 
strictly up-to-date office building. The 
main banking room takes in the entire 
first floor and is one of the largest and 
handsomest in the country. Pavanozza 
Italian marble has been used extensively 
for wainscoting, counter rails, etc., with 
green Greek marble bases, while the grill 
work is of solid bronze. J. H. Millard is 
President and J. De F. Richards Cashier. 

The Western National Bank of San 
Francisco, Cal., was placed in voluntary 
liquidation on Oct. 31, its business having 
been merged with that of the Metropolis 
Trust & Savings Bank, resulting in the 
formation of the Western Metropolis Na- 
tional Bank. The new institution has 
$1,500,000 capital. Its officers are: Alfred 
L. Meyerstein, President; J. H. Spring, 
Vice-President; William C. Murdoch, Jr., 
Cashier; and George Long, Assistant 
Cashier. The Western National had de- 
posits of about $2,165,000 and the Metrop- 
olis Trust about $1,685,000, the enlarged 
institution thus having deposits in the 
neighborhood of $4,000,000. 

Arrangements have been entered into 
for the consolidation of the Swedish- 
American Bank of San Francisco with the 
Merchants’ National Bank of that city, 
the consolidation to be effected through 
an exchange of stock. The Swedish-Amer- 
ican Bank was formed in 1908 with $250,- 
000 capital. The Merchants’ National be- 
gan business in January, 1907, taking over 
the commercial business of the Scandi- 
navian-American Savings Bank. In 1909 
the Merchants’ absorbed the United States 
National Bank. Lewis I. Cogwill will re- 
tain the presidency of the Merchants’ 
National with the completion of the pres- 
ent consolidation. 

The National Bank of Savannah on Nov. 
10 celebrated its silver anniversary and 
in commemoration of its 25 years of suc- 
cessful business career it issued a very 
handsome, profusely illuminated _ bro- 
chure, containing as a frontispiece an en- 
graving of the founder, Herman Meyers, 
who was at the head of the Georgia insti- 
tution some 24 years. The cover bears the 
embossed and illuminated reproduction of 
the home of the bank in Savannah. The 
likenesses of the present officers, Sigo Mey- 
ers, President; W. W. Williamson, Vice- 
President; F. D. Bloodworth, Cashier, and 
R. R. Withington, Assistant Cashier, are 
given and especial attention is called to 
the fact that the bank has a surplus and 
undivided profits are almost double its 
capital. 
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The Continental and Commercial Na- 
tional of Chicago while reflecting a loss of 
deposits owing to the demand from the 
interior for money and to the require- 
ment of Chicago corporate depositors, 
shows aggregate deposits of $153,312,647 
in addition to the $14,907,140 held by the 
Continental & Commercial Trust & Sav- 
ings Bank. The aggregate loans of the 
national bank was $123,363,403 and of the 
Trust Company $8,191,894, while the na- 
tional bank showed $57,930,756 cash and 
due from banks, and the Trust Company 
$14,901,140. Individual deposits of the na- 
tional bank were $67,807,990 and the bank 
deposits were $85,504,657 on Nov. 10. 


A. A. Crane has resigned as Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Northwestern National Bank 
of Minneapolis to become a Vice-Presi- 
dent of the First National Bank of that 
city. Several other important changes 
in the managerial staff of the First Na- 
tional have been made. Cashier George 
F. Orde and Assistant Cashier Donald 
Mackerchar being made Vice-Presidents 
and H. A. Willoughby, Assistant Cashier, 
being promoted to the office of Cashier. 


A tabulation of the monthly outstand- 
ing bank circulation in Canada for the 
past twenty years is highly instructive. 
Every year and with perfect regularity, 
and without the intervention of any cen- 
tral authority, banking or governmental, 
the note circulation expands with the 
growing requirements of trade till about 
the end of October, and then, equally au- 
tomatically, contracts for two or three, 
possibly four, following months. There 
is no such movement here of the cur- 
rency, which has not infrequently con- 
tracted in the fall owing to an advance 
in the price of bonds, and has very often 
increased when there was no occasion for 
a larger volume of circulation. The Cana- 
dian system has worked so perfectly, and 
it has worked under conditions so much 
like our own, that it is deserving of very 
much closer study than most of our writ- 
ers on the currency have ever given it. 


The stockholders of the City National 
Bank of St. Louis recently took action 
toward placing their institution in vol- 
untary liquidation, following the pur- 
chase of its assets by the Central Na- 
tional Bank, which likewise assumes the 
liabilites of the City National. The latter 
began business in August, 1905. The 
price paid by H. P. Hilliard, President 
of the Central National, for the stock of 
the City National, is understood to have 
varied, the minimum being reported as 
$110 per share. Maurice Landau, Presi- 
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dent and T. L. Rubinstein, Vice-President, 
of the City National Bank, have been 
elected directors of the Central Na- 
tional, and Jacob Berger, active Vice-Presi- 
ident of the City National, will be made 
a Vice-President of the Central National. 


Joseph T. Howell, formerly president of 
the Fourth National Bank of Nashville, 
Tenn., is making a good record in New 
York as the head of the Carnegie Trust 
Company, which position he took Oct. 1 
when J. B. Reichmann retired on account 
of poor health. It will be recalled that 
Mr. Reichmann was elected to the presi- 
dency temporarily last December upon 
the resignation of C. C. Dickinson, who 
was injured in a laboratory of an alchem- 
ist who was conducting an experiment, 
and he died a few months after he retired 
from the Carnegie Trust. Mr. Howell has 
been connected with the Nashville bank 
for thirty-one years, working up in its 
employ from a clerical post. In the ten 
years that he has been at its head the 
Nashville institution has become one of 
the strongest banks in the South. Mr. 
Howell is about 50 years old. 

Henry F. Wilson, Jr., assistant secre- 
tary of the Bankers Trust Company, New 
York, was married to Miss Ruth Gray 
Ludlow, Wednesday evening, Nov. 9, at 
Christ church, Bloomfield, N. J. Mrs. Wil- 
son is a daughter of Mr. and Mrs. S. R. 
Ludlow of Sherman, Tex. Mr. Wilson 
commenced his banking career in 1900, 
when he became connected with the New 
York Security and Trust Company. He 
worked his way successfully through all 
departments of that company, and in 1904 
became identified with the Bankers Trust 
Company, in which company he now holds 
the important official position of assist- 
ant secretary. 

Several changes have been made re- 
cently in the official management of the 
Fourth National of New York, incident to 
the promotion last August of James G. 
Cannon to the presidency, succeeding the 
late J. Edward Simmons. Two new vice- 
presidents have been elected, Samuel S. 
Campbell and Charles H. Patterson, and 
Daniel J. Rogers has been elected cashier. 
Mr. Campbell was president of the Night 
and Day Bank at Forty-fourth street and 
Fifth avenue for nearly three years, and 
prior to his election to that rost had been 
a vice president of the United States 
Mortgage and Trust Company. He will 
continue as a director of the Night and 
Day Bank. Mr. Patterson, the other new 
vice president of the Fourth, had been 
cashier of that bank for many years, and 
Mr. Rogers, who replaces him in the cash- 
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iership, had heretofore served as assist- 
ant cashier. 


The twentieth anniversary of the Mis- 
sissippi Valley Trust Company of St. Louis 
was reached this fall. The institution 
began business on Oct. 3, 1890, with Julius 
S. Walsh, now Chairman of the board, as 
its first President, and Breckinridge 
Jones, the present executive, as Secre- 
tary. During the twenty years the com- 
pany has grown to an institution with re- 
sources of over $27,000,000, the Sept. 1 
statement showing the amount as $27,498,- 
558. It has a capital of $3,000,000 and 
surplus and undivided profits of 25,605,- 
098. A St. Louis newspaper, in referring 
to the part played by the institution in 
the development of the city, says: “The 
company has assisted in the construction 
of six important railroads, all serving St. 
Louis. It has developed a new wholesale 
section and two new resiGence districts 
in St. Louis, besides large suburban sub- 
divisions. For the past ten years it has 
been depositary for three-fourths of the 
public moneys of the State of Missouri and 
also for part of the funds of the city of 
St. Louis.” Vice-President Samuel E. Hoff- 
man was one of the founders of the com- 
pany and Secretary James E. Brock has 
been associated with it since its organi- 
zation. 


The First National Bank of Marshall- 
town, Iowa, has just celebrated its semi- 
centennial anniversary and its publica- 
tion, “Dollars and Sense” comes out pro- 
fusely illustrated and containing an in- 
teresting history of the national institu- 
tion chartered in 1864, but builded on 
foundations laid by Thomas B. Abell and 
Delos Arnold and subsequently by H. E. 
J. Boardman. Nearly three years ago the 
City National was absorbed, although the 
City National interests became dominant 
in the First National with D. T. Den- 
mead as president. An affiliated trust 
company was organized under the name 
of the First Trust and Savings Bank, with 
the following officers and directors: D. 
T. Denmead, president; James L. Den- 
mead as president. An affiliated trust 
ier; Warren Nichols, Chas. Eckles, A. M. 
Friend and C. H. Smith. The officers of 
the First National are: D. T. Denmead, 
president; Jas. L. Denmead, vice presi- 
dent; C. C. St. Clair, cashier; H. Gerhart, 
assistant cashier; H. S. Lawrence, assist- 
ant cashier:
